POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON 

SOME POPULAR COINS 


1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on 
wheat stalk and Lincoln’s ear are a 
good spot to look for wear. On a 
coin classed as very good most lines 
should be showing on a coin graded 
fine they should be clear. 

5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus 
Unum is legible on coins graded 
good, clear on coins graded very good. 
One graded fine should have full 
liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good 
coin edge of word lIiberty may be 
slightly worn, but on one graded 
very good the word Liberty is clear 
and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, 
a coin classed as very fine has full 
horn and tail shows on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
lines on axe fasces, on coins classed 
very good some lines show, a fine coin 
should have all lines. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are just 
Starting to collect, here are a few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 
a coin guide book is a must. ‘They 
can be purchased for $1.00 or more 
for helpful information: on care, con- 
dition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news 
of help and interest. Most coins can 
be found in circulation. As you are 
making your set always try to im- 
prove the worn coins. Value of coins 
depends greatly on the condition. 
Never clean or polish coins unless you 
are experienced. If you must try, use 
a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this pur- 
pose. Coin insert folders and other 
supplies can be obtained at your deal- 
er. You may also notice that the age 
of old coins do not make them rare. 
There are some late date coins minted 
that are worth more than some hun- 
dreds of years old. What makes one 
coin worth more than another by 
these factors: Amount of coins mint- 


ed, availability, collectors’ demand 
and any unusual die strikes. Coins 
can be obtained through purchases, 


by auction or trading with collectors.

You'll either be Rich, Famous or Dead, 
I guess.” 

Editor’s Note: The sheet has already gone to press so our next 
issue will have the new changes. As for the last three pronouns of 
your note, all I can say is, (smile) 2 to 1 odds are better than even.

A man brought 
an enlarge photo of a Mercury dime on the order of the above, after 
taking some time to explain about such orgins and how to check it 
for genuine, which don’t exist. This man made the rounds trying to 
convince himself it was a genuine oversized issue obviously to no 
avail, until he showed it to a collector in Lodi, N. J. This collector 
gave a signed statement that it was genuine and struck on centavos 
planchet. With this new evidence the man returned for my further 
comment which was the same, a man made job. But this signed 
statement he replied, to that I replied only a novice would approve 
the coin specially with a signed state. Obviously the man was dis- 
appointed and relayed my novice comment to the collector, which 
brought a vicious, nasty letter, which shows this collector to be a 
novice in more ways than one. 

A quick check is the weight, the extra metal enlarged one would 
surely weigh more. Next the features are larger, to produce this, 
a different larger designed die must be used. The weight of both 
nickels above are exactly the same and I was told the weight of this 
dime also was the same with another dime. These enlarged jobs are 
done by pressing through hard rubber or leather rolls. From our 
past articles on this we have received several letters from our read- 
ers who verified this process, which can be a lucrative business for 
the unscrupulous. Seeing isn’t always believing and the hand can 
be quicker than the eye.

Pre-Memorative Coin in History, 
Memorializing the Discovery of

An Erg is enough energy to push a Dyne 
backwards about a half an inch in a second, and a Dyne is enough 
to push a gram forward about a half an inch in a second. A Foot- 
pound is the energy it takes to lift a pound a foot in a second. Yes, 
there is enough energy in the sky to back all this new silver outer 
space money!

GETS $2.10 FOR 91 CENTS 


U. S. to Net $1 Million 
Selling Sets of Coins 


By David Barnett

WASHINGTON.—Uncle Sam will net more than $1,000,000 this 
year by selling sets of coins worth 91 cents for $2.10 a set. 

And Leland Howard, acting director of the United States Mint, 
says the Treasury’s profit would be even higher if some of the 
“take” were not being plowed back into the enterprise. 


For the purchaser’s $2.10, he 
gets five new coins, a 50-cent 
piece, a quarter, a dime, a nickel 
and a penny. Mr. Howard antic- 
ipates that more than 3,000,000 
sets will be sold this year. 


The coins are what are known 
as “proof coins” and the buyers 
are coin collectors. 


HAND MADE 


Although the pieces of change 
have the same face value as 
other United States coins, the 
proof coins are, as Mr. Howard 
puts it, “objects of art and vir- 
tue.” They are hand made from 
special ingots of metal alloy 
and each coin is without blemish 
or defect. 


So perfect are the pieces, says 
Mr. Howard, that even those 
whose interest in coins extends 
only to what the stuff will buy 
can tell the difference. 


“These,’”’ he says, “‘are the best. 


During 1960, the Mint sold 1,- 
700,000 sets of proof coins. Be- 
cause the capacity for making 
them was limited, orders for the 
sets were cut off on April 30. 


So far this year, the Mint has 
orders for about 3,200,000 sets of 
1961 coins. New equipment has 
been purchased and Mr. Howard 
anticipates that at least 3,000,000 
sets will be turned out. By next 
year, he hopes the capacity for 
the proof coins will be increased 
to 4,000,000 sets. 

The Mint director says the 
great demand for the sets results 
from a “terrific increase in in- 
terest in coin collecting.” 


PROFIT TO TREASURY 


Actually, the “profit” the Mint 
lists from the operation would 
be understated by any normal 
business procedure. From _ the 
$2.10 purchase price, the Mint 
first takes 91 cents to back up 
the face value of the coins, de- 
ducts another 50 cents for the 
cost of the metal and the labor, 
and lists the 69 cents left as 
“profit” which it turns back to 
the general fund of the Treasury. 

Few collectors have complained 
that the price of the sets is ex- 
cessive. When production was re- 
sumed after World War II, some 
50,000 sets of 1950 coins were 
sold. 

Mr. Howard says each of these 
sets now brings about $50 on the 
coin market. He added: 

“Tm not making any sales 
pitch. The demand already is so 
high we can’t meet it.” 


NEWS RELEASE 


Bismarck 
Chamber of Commerce 
Bismarck, North Dakota 


During the week of March 19 
to 24, the Bismarck Chamber of 
Commerce will place on sale a 
Dakota Territory Centennial 
souvenir coin which has been 
issued in commemoration of the 
formation of Dakota Territory. 
As far as it is known to the 
maker, this is the first coin ever 
placed into public circulation 
which bears the likeness of Gen- 
eral George A. Custer. 


These coins were first placed 
on sale in Bismarck and Mandan, 
North Dakota, on February 21, 
1961. The initial issuance of 10,- 
000 was sold out locally within 
four days. It has been planned to 
place them on sale nationally on 
March 2, the official anniversary 
date of Dakota Territory, but the 
design of the coin was so popu- 
lar that 30,000 more had to be 
reordered within two weeks. It 
wasn’t until the present date 
that enough were on hand to 
warrant publicizing their sale 
nationally. No limit will be placed 
on the number issued. 


The illustrations on the coin 
depict the old, the intermediate, 
and the modern in the history of 
the territory and state. Custer’s 
colorful public service dates back 
to the Civil War. Special em- 
phasis is given to him and the 
drama depicting his life because 
he “blazed the trail’? for the 
settlement of Dakota Territory 
by the white man, first, by dis- 
covering gold in the Black Hills 
in 1874 and, second, by his fear- 
less offensive against hostile In- 
dian tribes in which he sacrificed 
his life in 1876. 


To distinguish this coin from 
other centennial coins and _ be- 
cause Custer gave his life in a 
struggle which arose the domain 
of the Black Hills gold fields, the 
communities of Bismarck and 
Mandan will refer to it as ‘“‘Cus- 
ter Gold” during the Centennial 
year. 


The Bismarck Chamber will 
fill mail orders for the coins at 
50¢ each. Mint-sealed in plastic 
envelopes, they sell for 75¢ each 
or three for $2.00. Only money 
orders or cash will be accepted.

The response were many, 
opinions varied, from subtle let- 
ters to those that resounded 
with the furor of cannon fire

it may, I enjoyed reading each 
and every letter. I would like to 
thank all who wrote and assure 
everyone, “fer me” or “agin 
me’, I respect your opinions 

. To be heard, one must speak 
up, to stay silent, is to be as 
good as dead. 


All agreed that the 60 Small 
dates are a reality and should be 
listed, if for nothing more than 
to establish a_ sensible price 
level. Most thought that the pre- 
vailing price was to high for the 
average collector. A few writers 
still harbor the belief that the 
Small Date is controlled by a 
few people who are in turn driv- 
ing the price up. Let me say 
here and now .. . YOU, THE 


COLLECTOR, are_ responsible 
for any price set On a coin... 
NOT the speculators. A specula- 
tor can only hope to make a 
profit from future price changes. 
His biggest gamble, which is a 
higher risk than a price change, 
is that there will be a market 
for his wares. My friends, YOU 
are the market. I have yet to 
see a dealer hold a gun to a buy- 
er’s head and force him to buy, 
or pay, for a coin the buyer does 
not want. IF YOU DON’T LIKE 
THE PRICE ASKED, THEN 
DON’T BUY. It’s as simple as 
that. This holds true not only to 
the Small Dates, but for any 
other coin that you may have an 
interest in. This above action 
will control prices better than 
any guide book on the market 
to-day. Look what a lack of in- 
terest has done to the half cent 
series. Here is a series which in 
my opinion is the most under 
rated series in the hobby. The 
interest is not there, therefore, 
NO MARKET. No market, low 
prices. Remember that, the next 
time you buy a coin, be it a dol- 
lar or a thousand dollars. By 
buying, you have created two 
things, a PRICE and a MAR- 
KET. 


I would like to sum up once 
again why I think the Small 
Date has met so much resist- 
ance. Please bear with me and 
try to get the point ... Do you 
remember the old fairytale that 
goes like this: Every day the 
Queen would speak into a mirror 
and ask, “‘Mirror, mirror on the 
wall, who is the prettiest of 
them all?’’ The mirror would 
answer back, “You are, Oh 


Queen.” Until one day the Queen | 


was shocked to hear the mirror 
answer back, “You were, Oh 
Queen, but today a little baby 
girl was born who is by far pret-

It is an interesting but known fact that the United States 
Mint in Philadelphia has been making and selling medals for a 
number of years. The list includes Presidential Medals from Wash- 
ington to Eisenhower. Each medal in this series is sold at the un- 
believable price of $3.00. They are each 3 inches in diameter and 
cast in bronze. I saw a complete set of these medals at Stack’s in 
New York and was greatly pleased by the fineness of their detail 
and the beauty each portrayed. Although the Kennedy Medal is 
not on sale at this time it is expected to be on sale shortly. 

There is also a series on Washington designating the high points 
of his life. Other series include, Secretaries of the Treasury, High 
Points of the Army and Navy and miscellaneous other medals. All 
of these medals are cast in bronze. The size varies according to 
series with some as large as 4 inches in diameter and others as 
small as eleven-sixteenths of an inch. Besides the convention] cir- 
cular medal there are also some square medals offered of which can 
truly be said are beautiful jobs of designing. The prices on these 
medals run from a low of .45¢ to a not so high $15.0U. A good num- 
ber of these medals were designed by our foremost designers in- 
cluding DuVivier, Barber and Morgan. 

There is only one stipulation, that these medals cannot be sold 
at a higher price than that paid by the purchaser. These medais 
make an excellent display at a low price and I recommend them to 
all who are interested in fine art. All inquiries should be made to 
Mrs. Rae V. Biester, Superintendent, United States Mint, Phila- 
delphia 30, Pa. 

The Annual Report of the Director of the Mint including infor- 
mation on authority for coinage by class and denomination, standard 
weight, and fineness is now on sale. The report also contains addi- 
tional information that may be of interest to the collector. The 
booklet may be obtained from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing office, Washington 25, D.C. for .50¢. 

Did you know that the U. S. Code Annotated, Title 31, Money 
and Finance, states—‘Inscriptions on coins. Upon the coins, there 
shall be an impression emblematic of liberty, with an inscription of 
the word ‘Liberty’ and the year of coinage.” 

We all know that during World War II the five cent pieces were 
changed in composition. But did you know that the mint mark 
was changed so that when these coins were no longer fit for circu- 
lation and were returned to the mint, they could more easily be 
segregated and the silver salvaged. 

I close now with this story. “A coin collector once bought some 
coins through the mail. Finding the coins unsatisfactory he re- 
turned them reminding the dealer of his statement, ‘Money returned 
if not satisfactory.’ Upon receipt of the coins the dealer sent them 
back with this statement, ‘Your money was satisfactory.’ ”

Collecting coins is profitable to the collector in more ways than 
one. He finds that he has slowly and surely accumulated a certain 
amount of wealth, a certain amount of knowledge of the history 
attached thereto, and a certain amount of pride in showing his coins 
to others. 


We believe that this overall practice of showing one’s coins to 
best advantage has done more to advance the science of numis- 
matics than any single thing — the prime factor in creating an 
interest in collecting coins. 


Offer the average individual a handful of Indian head cents, 
with the explanation, ‘“‘Here are all the yearly dates of this type of 
coin issued by the United States.’’ What will be his reaction?

Again, these same coins, complete from 1859 to 1909, in a col- 
lector’s coin board and shown to the same individual, would demand 
his undivided attention for long. As Betty Furness would say, “Of 
this you can be sure,” this is a showing that tells its own interesting 
story to the viewer. 


This is but one of the many series of coins, more especially U.S., 
that are so housed and displayed. Aside from this, certain pet 
arrangements are often carried out by collectors one coin or a 
group of a significant nature are singled out for showing.

The “Guide Book’”’ in its present form is, of course, a reflection 
on the astronomical jump in interest in the coin hobby in Canada 
and in interest in Canada numismatics far beyond Canada’s borders 
(a moments browsing in recent volumes of the NEW ZEALAND 
NUMISMATIC JOURNAL, for example, should suffice), but the 
matter is hardly so simple: there can be no doubt that the “Guide 
Book,” in its immensely popular first two editions, has done much 
to promote the very interest in which future editions will build.

Many dealers no doubt are 
plagued with inquiries about these minor errors of which there are 
many thousands. After all these are only press or mechanic errors, 
not the true variety caused by human such as recut, reengraved, 
overdate, double date or mint mark (transfered from the master 
die to the working die) not double struck in the press as many may 
think as in the 1955 double shift cent and the 1960 Double D 
mint mark.

The ‘Decimal Coinage,” the dated series of familiar Canadian 
“change,” is more popular than ever, what of it? The big section 
from page 28 to page 82 no doubt is destined to receive the most 
handling of any in the new ‘Guide Book:’’ for most readers, it would 
justify the price of the whole book. Here are treated in greater de- 
tail than ever before the dated sequences of Canada and Newfound- 
land, with considerable new detail being depicted through choice 
enlargements. (Of prices, let it suffice to record that the established 
collector will do well to permit himself more than a moment of re- 
flection, and ascertain whether or not the insurance on his collec- 
tion really reflects the unbelievable upward trends.) The Variety 
Section, nine librally illustrated pages of ‘‘varities and variants,” 
probably is the most sensible approach to the cataloguing of such 
popular pieces, a section apart from the simplified listing by types 
and dates—but, if prices are an indication, certainly not a section to 
be ignored.

r. Allen, well known as a Canadian numismatic writer, recently 
accompanied the Northmount High School Coin Club, Montreal,

“But why don’t they do something with it, like giving it to the 
aeee ?”” a young man of fifteen asked me, his eyes wide with aston- 
ishment. 


The big plastic bag, familiar in Montreal supermarkets when 
filled with ten pounds of Quebec apples, bulged with bundles of bank 
notes. The green, brown, blue, purple, and olive of Canada’s five 
commonest denominations pushed out the transparent film, notes by 
the hundreds being banded and tumbled to a fifth of a million dollar 
total in a single overstuffed sack. 


A quick motion sealed the bag. A casual toss added it to seven 
others on a wagon. 


The wagon, locked, passed through quadruply barred doors. 


Equally casually, four witnesses assembled by the furnace. Oil- 
fed flames roared as a pair of guards hefted and tossed the eight 
sacks. No fireplace ever held such fascination!—then, in a moment, 
the furnace front was barred and padlocked. Signatures were affixed 
to a document covering a routine destruction of 1,400,000 Canadian 
dollars. 


A young man prodded the fine ash from a previous destruction. 
(He scooped up a sample, amazed that no one objected, and joked 
about the possible consequences of ‘Just adding water!”) The 
question about finding better uses for old money was to provoke 
discussion on the Ottawa-Montreal return journey on a transcon- 
tinental train. 


Montreal’s Northmount High School Coin Club shifted its col- 
lecting emphasis from the price tag to more fundamental values, 
and became the most talked-about Club in the big School when it 
related its experiences, after a one-day visit to chief points of num- 
ismatic interest in Canada’s capital. Included were the Royal Can- 
adian Mint, the Bank of Canada, and the Public Archives of Canada 
(which displays certain Canadian bank note specimens and medals.) 
Canadian and foreign coinage on exhibit at the Mint was viewed at 
some length. . 


Both the Mint and the Public Archives normally receive visitors, 
although appointments at the Mint must be obtained in advance. 
The tour of the Central Bank was by special arrangement. A high- 
light was an inspection of Canada’s gold reserves, room after room 
of bricks (at $14,000) stacked to the ceiling, including bricks of a 
reddish-brown hue, .900 fine, produced by the melting of thousands 
of gold coins (Sovereigns). 


Youngsters watched big, uncut sheets of 32 notes fed into the 
flat press which applies the validating signatures, then cut down to 
eights for shipment to agencies across Canada. They asked leading 
questions about Canada’s “asterisk” replacement notes—‘‘we get a 
lot of letters about them,” the Bank conceded—used when bills of 
the five lowest denominations are spoiled in affixing signatures. 


The group, in visiting the Public Archives (next door to the 
splendid, castle-like structure that is the Royal Canadian Mint) 
inspected a complete ‘‘specimen” set of the Bank of Canada 1935 
series, in both languages, including the $25, $500, and $1,000. In the 
same case were a variety of bills of various Canadian chartered 
banks. 


The Bank of Canada unvailed, for the visit, a reference group 
of recent counterfeits, including the $5 (L/C 381... ) and $10 of 
George VI and the $10, 1954. Noted was the fact that not in seventy 
years had anyone bothered to counterfeit a one or a two! A genuine 
specimen of that imposing top denomination, the $1,000, with its 
covered bridge Maritime reverse, was on view. 


The Club, made up of the School’s pupils, meets every second 
week on the lunch hour: the Ottawa trip was planned as the high- 
light of its year. Its last meeting will mark National Coin Week 
with a showing of educational slides.

vate banks, and their currencies, a majority of which would be 
negotiable today. 

The negotiable and the “broken bank” notes are separately 
listed, alphabetically, by banks. Fairly good listings of the later 
dates and varieties are available for a number of the better known 
banks, with attempted pricing. The listings themselves, of course 
will fill a long-felt need, and the illustrations, indeed most welcome, 
should attract many to this significant and still under-priced num- 
ismatic field. 

The introduction is essentially that of the previous edition, 
with the enlarged illustrations of the regal coinage in the various 
standard “conditions.” Pricing covers up to six grades, and prices 
are supplemented by mint statistics.- 

Here is a catalogue that the novice will pick up and find im- 
possible to set down, while the experienced student of Canadian 
numismatics will add it to his shelf wth definite interest, knowing 
that it brings the market picture up to date and serves to docu- 
ment several areas to which otherwise he would not easily have

SHOWN BY BANK 


Northern New York 
National Currency 
Issued between 1862- 
1929 Exhibited 
Watertown Daily Times 
A rare collection of northern 
New York national currency, 
issued between 1862 and 1929, 
owned by Charles Z. Mihalyi, 
Glenfield, is on exhibit at the Jef- 
ferson County Savings Bank. 
The exhibit, in connection with 
National Coin week, features cur- 
rency issued by banks in north 
counties, but some notes are in- 
cluded from communities as far 

away as Corning. 

The currency, Mr. Mihalyi said, 
was issued by banks after enough 
government bonds were _ pur- 
chased to cover the amount of 
money to be printed. The certi- 
ficates were signed by the pres- 
ident of the bank issuing them, 
but were used as national cur- 
rency. 

An unusual certificate on dis- 
play is a $1 bill from the Pulaski 
National bank, dated Aug. 15, 
1865. The charter number of the 
bank, usually printed on the back 
of the bill, is missing which make 
it rare. Another bill with no 
charter number, this one a $10 


certificate, is on display from 
the Central National Bank of 
Rome. 


A rare $5 bill, issued by the 
Jefferson County National bank 
and signed by Woolworth, is in- 
cluded in the exhibit. 

Certificates are on display from 
the Jefferson County National 
bank, the Watertown National 
Bank, the National Bank and 
Loan Company and the National 
Union bank, both of Watertown. 

Mr. Mihalyi, well known num- 
ismatist, will display the curren- 
cy in Carthage, Lowville, Crog- 
han, Lyons Falls, and Boonville. 
Next month he plans to exhibit 
six cases of rare Hungarian coins 
in Albany.
